stop telling their peoples to "trade here" and "don't 
trade there." The obvious point made is that the 
vJuc which the human race derived from the re¬ 
moval of physical barriers to the expansion of trade 
in the last century will be counteracted if the policy 
nf erecting fiscal barriers to that trade shall be per¬ 
sisted in. What is the use. for example, of a nation 
constructing harbors, building ships, tunneling moun¬ 
tains. throwing bridges across rivers, developing com¬ 
mercial aviation, and taking full advantage of all 
scientific means 6f overcoming these obstacles, if, just 
as the fruits of these policies are beginning to be 
gathered. ; ts government - listens to the voice of spe¬ 
cial privilege, to interests which would curtail these 
facilities for their own private advantage? . 

If the Geneva Conference is to get to the root of 
the economic ailment which constitutes the threat to the 
world of which Dr. Hadley and Sir George Paish 
five spoken, it would seem that it must accept the 
smjnd principle that the free interchange of commodi¬ 
ties between the nations is, at least, a partial guar- 
ac’ee of poace. because it is the operation of that - 
principle which makes for prosperity. Compare the 
forty-eight free trading states, which represent the 
*eighbormf republic, with the states of Europe with
